the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation, Limited, was held 
in London on 2 May. 

The Chairman, the Rt. Hon. Lord Meston of Agra and 
Dunottar, K.C.S.I., in presenting the report and accounts for 
1937, described them as indicating a year of active progress. 
That there was no corresponding increase in revenue was due to 
reductions in charges, which had now covered all the recommen- 
dations of the recent Committee of Enquiry. An improvement 
in the industrial supply had counterbalanced the drop in domestic 
revenue, and the gross revenue for the year was only £8,000 less 
than in 1936. Divisible profits were £230,876, as compared with 
£211,454 in the previous year. It was proposed to add £25,000 
to the general reserve, £12,000 to the retiring gratuity fund, and 
to pay a dividend on the ordinary stock of 10 per cent., tax free. 

The year’s capital expenditure was £620,000, largely on the 
new superstation at Mulajore, which would be in operation by 
the winter of 1939. 

The Calcutta Municipal Corporation had renewed its attempt 
to purchase the company’s undertaking within the municipal 
boundary. The Government of Bengal, however, had refused 
to sanction the proposal, and had indicated their own policy of 
working on the lines of the McGowan Report. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

The London exchange rate for the French franc, 
which closed at 162;, to the £ on 31 March, had 
improved to 158} on 16 April, but in the following 
week the rate rose to 167 at one time on the 23rd, this 
quotation being the highest recorded in the month. 
There was an improvement of about 5 points on the 
%th, bringing the rate to under 161, and this was 
maintained for three days, but on the 29th and 30th 
the closing rate was 16243. The average of the daily 
dosing rates for the franc was about 130} to the £ 
inJuly 1937 and it has risen in each subsequent month 
exceph November-December, the April 1938 figure 
(1602) representing a depreciation of the franc in terms 
of sterling of about 19 per cent. since July. 

As regards the other principal European currencies, 
the pound appreciated on balance during April in 
relation to belgas (0°8 per cent.), Czechoslovak crowns 
(07 per cent.), lire (0-5 per cent.), Reichsmarks (0°3 
per cent.) and Swiss francs (0'1 per cent.), the im- 
provement being mainly in the middle of the month; 
there was a slight depreciation (0-1 per cent.) as against 
Dutch florins. The Stockholm rate advanced from 
19400 to 19°405 on 2 April, while the Oslo and Copen- 
hagen rates were unchanged at 19°90 and 22-40, 
respectively. The maximum variations in the closing 
rates for the following currencies during April were :—

days of April. Rates rose to 4988 and 5-009 on the 
14th, followed by a sharper rise to 5-003 and 5-023 on 
the 16th. During the second half of the month move- 
ments were small, but generally rates were lower, the 
quotations on the 30th being 4-986 and 5°013. On 
balance the pound gained during April 0°4 per cent. in 
comparison with United States dollars and 0-3 per 
cent. in relation to Canadian dollars. Canadian funds 
on New York were at a discount of 43 per cent. on 
7 April, 43 per cent. on 21 April and 4 per cent. on 
28 April. 

The rate for the Japanese yen was 1334d. from 
29 March to 14 April and 14d. from 16 April to the end 
of the month. The Shanghai dollar was quoted at 
122d. from 31 March to 5 April, at 12Zd. on the 6th, 
13,,d. from the 7th to 11th, 134d. on the 12th and 
19th, and 132d. from the 20th to 28th. The rate eased 
to 181d. on the 29th and 13d. on the 30th, the latter 
rate representing an appreciation of about’3 per cent. 
in comparison with sterling during April. 

The rate recorded for the Argentine ‘‘ free ’’ peso 
was rather higher than 20 to the £ at the end of March, 
or about 25 per cent. above the official selling rate of 
16 pesos tothe £. During the first three weeks of April 
the peso appreciated, average rates on the 9th, 16th 
and 28rd being about 19°73, 19°41 and 19:01. There 
was little change in the last week, the closing quota- 
tion on the 30th (slightly above 19) showing the peso to 
have appreciated in relation to sterling during April by 
about 53 per cent. This movement was opposite in 
direction and similar in extent to that during each of 
the first three months of the year.

VOLUME AND VALUE OF OUR OVERSEA TRADE 
FIRST QUARTER OF 1938 


The issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 


21 April included a review in some detail of the oversea ° 


trade of the United Kingdom during the first quarter 
of 1938, as compared with the trade in the first and last 
quarters of 1937, dealing specifically with certain im- 
portant classes of goods, details of the external trade 
in which are recorded by quantities in the monthly 
Trade Accounts. 

In continuation of the quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the oversea trade of the 
United Kingdom, there is given, on pages 610-613, a 
comparison between the import and export trade of 
the first quarter of the year 1938 and the trade of the 
corresponding quarters of 1935 and 1937; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1935. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
each of these periods, eliminating the factor of price 
changes, and they also furnish an index of the aggre- 
gate effect of the alterations in prices which have taken 
place since 1935. By relating these data to similar 
data previously calculated in respect of preceding 
periods, a broad review can be made of the trend of our 
oversea trade on a quantitative basis and also of the 
price variations experienced in that trade since 1935. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete 
these surveys of the various important classes of over- 
sea trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade of 
the United Kingdom during the period January-March 
1938, at the average values of 1935, are summarised in 
the following table, in which, also, figures for the corre- 
sponding period of 1935 are inserted for purposes of 
comparison. The corresponding figures for 1937 will be 
found in a later table: —

On the basis of declared values, imports showed a 
very substantial increase last quarter in comparison 
with the corresponding period of 1985, while exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
chandise, were appreciably greater. Allowing for price 
changes which have occurred in the interval, the 
volume of imports is seen to have increased by 16 per 
cent., but that of United Kingdom exports rose by less 
than 1 per cent., and there was a decline of 5 per cent. 
in the volume of re-exports, 

Comparing the first quarter of this year with the first 
quarter of 1937, there was an increase of 4 per cent. in 
the volume of imports, but domestic exports fell by 
8 per cent. and re-exports by 7 per cent. In comparison 
with the last quarter of 1937, imports and United King- 
dom exports showed declines, partly seasonal, amount- 
ing to 13 and 12 per cent., respectively, but re-exports 
increased by 3 per cent,

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Food, Drink and Tobacco.—United Kingdom exports 
of food, drink and tobacco last quarter were 3 per cent. 
less in volume than in the corresponding period of 1937 
but 19 per cent. greater than in the first quarter of 1935. 
Exports of beverages and cocoa preparations and of 
‘* other food ’’ were somewhat less than a year earlier, 
but tobacco showed an increase of 10 per cent.; con- 
siderable declines were recorded for all the other groups 
except meat. There was a seasonal decline of 18 per 
cent. in exports in this class as a whole compared with 
the fourth quarter of last year. 

Average values of food, drink and tobacco exported 
were 2 per cent. less than a year earlier but 4 per cent. 
above those recorded in the first quarter of 1935. The 
decrease compared with the corresponding period of 
1937 was entirely in respect of the three main groups, 
a decline of 5 per cent. being shown for beverages and 
cocoa preparations and 3} per cent. for tobacco. For 
the class as a whole average values were 4 per cent. 
lower than in the preceding quarter. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of exports of raw 
materials last quarter was 14 per cent. less than a year 
earlier and 15 per cent. less than in the first quarter of 
1955. With the exception of non-ferrous ores and 
scrap, which showed a rise of 5 per cent., exports in 
every group were smaller in volume than a year earlier. 
Coal, the predominant group, showed only a slight 
decline, but exports of raw wool, etc., declined in 
volume by 45 per cent. and undressed hides and skins 
by 22 per cent. Exports of raw materials were over 
15 per cent. less in volume than in the fourth quarter 
of last year. 

Average values in this class exceeded those in the 
first quarters of 1937 and 1955 by 6 and 21 per cent., 
respectively. The increase compared with a year ago 
was largely due to a rise of 20 per cent. in respect of 
coal, decreases of between 10 and 20 per cent. being 
recorded for wool, unrefined oils, etc., non-ferrous ores 
and scrap and undressed hides and skins. There was a 
slight rise in average values for the class as a whole as 
compared with the preceding quarter owing to an 
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increase of over 6 per cent. in the average value of the 
coal exported. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of exports last 
quarter of articles wholly or mainly manufactured wag 
7 per cent. less than a year earlier; compared with the 
first quarter of 1935, however, there was an increase oj 
2 per cent. Lxports of textiles fell sharply compared 
with a year ago, large decreases being recorded fo; 
manufactures of cotton (21 per cent.), of wool (22 per 
cent.) and of other textile materials except silk (24 pe 
cent.), while exports of apparel, excluding footwear, 
declined by 16 per cent. Iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals showed declines of 16 and 12 per cent., respec. 
tively, but there were substantial increases for elec. 
trical goods and apparatus (30 per cent.) and machinery 
(28 per cent.) and a smaller rise for the vehicles group 
(5 per cent.). A decrease of 17 per cent. was recorded 
for chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours. For the class 
as a whole the volume of exports was 9 per cent. less 
than in the preceding quarter. 


Average values of exports of manufactured articles 
in the aggregate exceeded those of a year earlier by 
10 per cent. and were 14 per cent. higher than in the 
first quarter of 1935. Of the twenty-one groups in this 
class only two showed decreases compered with a year 
ago—non-ferrous metals (6 per cent.) and the relatively 
small new footwear group (7 per cent.). The iron and 
steel and vehicles groups showed rises of 30 per cent. 
and 15 per cent., respectively, while the average value 
of the machinery exported increased by nearly 6 per 
cent. In the textile groups the principal increases 
were in respect of miscellaneous textile manufactures 
(11 per cent.), woollen and worsted goods (9 per 
cent.), cotton goods (8 per cent.) and apparel (7 per 
cent.). Other important groups recording increases 
were chemicals, ete. (12 per cent.), paper, cardboard, 
etc. (10 per cent.) and miscellaneous manufactured 
articles (9 per cent.), while the largest proportionat 
rise in average value was 41 per cent. in respect of 
coke and manufactured fuel. For the class as a whole 
average values were slightly higher than in the pre- 
ceding quarter. 


SHIPPING 


MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN MARCH 1938 AND 
IN RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Although the total volume of traffic in the foreign 
trade at United Kingdom ports in March fell consider- 
ably short of the high aggregate for March of last year, 
the total movement during the first quarter of 1938 
was greater than in any corresponding period since 
1930 and the aggregate of British tonnage that arrived 
and departed during the quarter was the highest since 
1931. 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during March 1938 with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival was 7,071,000 tons, or 115,000 tons (1°6 per 
cent.) less than in March 1937. British tonnage 
declined by 169,000 tons (4 per cent.) and Dutch by 
48,000 tons (13 per cent.), while small increases of 
14,000, 18,000 and 29,000 tons, respectively, were 
shown for German, Norwegian and United States 
vessels. The British share of the total net tonnage 
that arrived with cargo declined from 61} per cent. in 
March 1937 to 60 per cent. in March 1938. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,369,000 tons, a reduction as compared 





with March 1937 of 440,000 tons, or 15-7 per cent. 
The tonnage under each of the principal flags was less 
than a year earlier, the largest decrease (101,000 tons, 
or 7 per cent.) being in respect of British vessels. 
French and Norwegian tonnage decreased by 78,(0 
tons (26 per cent.) and 57,000 tons (33 per cent.), 
respectively, while Swedish and Danish vessels 
accounted largely for the decrease of 185,000 tons (4) 
per cent.) recorded for ‘‘ Other Nationalities.’’ The 
British share of the total net tonnage that arrived in 
ballast rose from less than 54 per cent. in March 1937 
to over 59 per cent. in March this year. Of the total 
British arrivals with cargo and in ballast the propor- 
tion in ballast was about 25 per cent. in both months. 


Foreijn Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during March 1938 from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
5,371,000 tons, being 221,000 tons (4:0 per cent.) less 
than a year earlier. With the exception of German 
vessels, for which an increase of 27,000 tons (8 per 
cent.) was shown, the tonnage of all the principal 
nationalities departing with cargo was less than in 
March last year. British tonnage decreased by 33,00 
tons (1 per cent.), Dutch by 50,000 tons (20 per cent.) 
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and French by 45,000 tons (138 per cent.), while most 
of the decrease of 97,000 tons (11 per cent.) recorded 
for tonnage of *‘ Other Nationalities ’’ was accounted 
for by Swedish and Danish vessels. The British share 
of the total net tonnage that departed with cargo in- 
sreased from less than 60 per cent. in March last year 
to nearly 62 per cent, in March 1938. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 4,068,000 tons and showed a small increase 
(40,000 tons, or 1-0 per cent.) as compared with March 
last year. Among the principal nationalities the only 
decline (96,000 tons, or 4 per cent.) was in British 
tonnage, but the increases were all small, the largest 
(25,000 tons, or 12 per cent.) relating to United States 
vessels. The total net increase in tonnage departing 
in ballast was accounted for by Swedish and Danish 
vessels, which together represented the rise of 85,000 
tons (16 per cent.) shown for ‘* Other Nationalities.’’ 
The British proportion of the total net tonnage that 
leparted in ballast declined from 58 per cent. in 
March 1937 to 55 per cent. in March 1938 and of the 
total British tonnage that departed the proportion in 
ballast was 41 per cent. in the earlier, and 40 per cent. 
nthe later month. 


Movement at Individual Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 
ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 618. The

POLISH EXCHANGE CONTROL 


EXCHANGE DIFFERENCES ARISING FROM 
DELAY IN TRANSFER OF PAYMENTS 


According to the regulations in force in Poland, the 
payment by a debtor of the full amount due in zloty 
into the account of the creditor, at the rate of exchange 
prevailing at the time of such payment, releases the 
debtor from any obligation resulting from exchange 
fluctuations which may occur when the transfer of the 
money abroad is delayed. 

However, the Ministry of Finance, in conjunction 
with the Curreney Commission, states that it will not 
object to the granting of permits for the transfer of 
such differences in cases where the Polish debtor is 
agreeable thereto. 

To avoid any possible risk of loss from this cause 
United Kingdom exporters are urged to demand from, 
Polish importers that they should in good time before 
the due date of payment submit to the Currency Com- 
mission their applications for the transfer of exchange 
so that this can be effected on the due date of payment.

Bihar, 25 April.—Light rain has fallen in Purnea and 
parts of Champaran. The condition of crops is fair; the 
sowing of bhadoi is progressing and the harvesting of rabi 
is nearing completion. 

Orissa, 25 April.—Rain has fallen in parts of Balasore 
and Ganjam. Dalua paddy, wheat, linseed, castor and 
tobacco have been harvested and the new sugarcane crop is 
thriving. 

Central Provinces, 23 April.—The weather has been hot 
and the sky cloudy. Rabi harvesting is over and threshing is 
in full swing. 

Punjab, 25 April.—Dry weather has prevailed, except for 
light showers in places. Crops are in average to good con- 
dition in irrigated and under average to average in ut- 
irrigated areas. Damage by flooding is reported in low- 
lying tracts in Dera Ghazi Khan. 

Bengal, 27 April.—Rainfall has been light to moderate, 
except in parts of the west and north of Bengal. More rain 
is badly needed. 


Assam, 2 May.—The weather has been seasonable and crop 


prospects are fair.—Trade Commissioner for India in

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


Commodity imports in January were valued at £5,584,357, 
an increase of £976,066 above the December total, and an 
increase of £918,941 above the total in January 1937, states 
the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled by the Census 
and Statistics Department, Wellington. 

The declared value of exports during January was 
£7,492,875, as compared with £4,416,937 in December 1937, 
an increase of £3,075,938. A sharp rise in exports is normal 
between December and January, the latter month being the 
first in which the season’s farm produce arrives overseas in 
any considerable quantity. Despite the fall in wool values, 
exports in January 1938 exceeded by £452,824, or 6:4 per 
cent., the value of exports in January 1937. There was a 
considerable fall in exports of wool as compared with Janu- 
ary 1937, the quantity exported in January 1938 being 
111,672 bales, valued at £1,869,634, as against 145,447 bales 
in January 1937, valued at £3,177,852. On the other hand, 
exports of butter totalled 407,529 ewts., valued at 
£2,502,985, as compared with 249,163 cwts., valued at 
£1,323,077 in January of last year. Exports of lamb were 
also considerably higher both in quantity and in value than 
in January 1937. 

During each of the six months July to December 1937 an 
excess of imports emerged as a result of external trade in 
commodities, the cumulative excess of imports during this 
slack period of the exporting season amounting to 
£5,820,272. In January 1938 an excess of exports amount- 
ing to £1,908,518 was recorded, the corresponding figure for 
January 1937 being £2,374,635.

CYPRUS 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The weather was unusually cold, dry and somewhat windy 
in March, and during the middle of the month all cereal 
crops, particularly wheat, began to show signs of wilting. 
Rain towards the end of the month relieved the situation 
and crops recovered. It is reported that in the Central 
Messaoria all cereals are somewhat beyond expectations. 
Frost and cold damaged the flowering of almond trees. 
Preparation of fields for various summer crop cultivations 
was continued, but ultimate arrangements depended upon 
the rainfall in April. 

Preparatory cultivations of cotton are in progress; the 
flax crop is now past the flowering stage. The cumin crop 
is average and harvest prospects are fair. 

Planting of new citrus groves is in progress and estab- 
lished groves look healthy. It is estimated that production 
of carobs will be smaller than last year, but not poor. Onion 
planting is in full progress, and in all probability the area 
will be somewhat greater than last year; there is great 
demand for onion sets. 

The condition of olive trees is good and stocks of olive 
oil are plentiful. Tobacco seedlings are ready and trans- 
planting is in progress where soil conditions are suitable. 
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Vine pruning and cultural operations were completed in 
the low lands and were well in hand in the hills. Prepara- 
tions for new plantations are in progress and large scale 
plantings are expected. Grafting with improved vine 
varieties is being carried out in various parts of the 
country; marketing conditions of vine products are good.— 
Government of Cyprus Information Office in London. 


PALESTINE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FEBRUARY 


Imports of merchandise into Palestine for consumption 
in February 1938 were valued at £P.1,203,164, as compared 
with £P.1,363,158 and £P.1,128,348 in the same months of 
1937 and 1936, respectively, thus showing a decrease of 
£P.159,994, or 11-7 per cent., from February 1937, but an 
increase of £P.74,816, or 6-6 per cent., over February 1936. 
The decrease in imports in February 1938, as compared with 
February 1937, is chiefly due to the considerable decline in 
the importation of food articles. 


Export AND TRANSIT TRADE 


The total exports of merchandise of domestic produce in 
February 1938 were valued at £P.910,667, as compared with 
£P.789,818 and £P.724,116, respectively, in the same months 
of 1937 and 1936, thus showing an increase of £P.120,849, 
or 15:3 per cent., over the corresponding month of 1937 and 
an increase of £P.186,551, or 25:8 per cent., over the corre- 
sponding month of 1936. The increase in exports in 
February 1938, as compared with February 1936 and 1937, 
is chiefly due to the increases in exports of citrus fruits. 

Re-exports of merchandise previously recorded as im- 
ported totalled £P.32,666 in February 1938, as against 
£P.116,875 in February 1937, a decline of £P.84,209. 

Re-exports from bond (not previously recorded as im- 
ported) totalled £P.5,838 in February 1938, as compared 
with £P.4,226 in February 1937, a rise of £P.1,612. 

The value of transit trade exclusive of Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s crude oil in February 1938 totalled £P.58,352, 
as against £P.65,396 in February 1937, a fall of £P.7,044. 

Crude oil in transit from Iraq via Haifa in February 1938 
totalled 163,668 tons, valued at £P.130,935, as compared 
with 191,982 tons, valued at £P.153,586, in February 1937, 
a decrease of 28,314 tons. This crude oil is given an arbi- 
trary value of 800 mils, or 16 shillings per ton.

Spain, and that its peak, and its continuing at this peak, 
may probably be due to the manner in which the fuelling 
industry in the Canaries was affected, and still continues 
to be affected by the war. Nowadays, however, signs are 
not wanting that the Canaries are once again drawing 
certain classes of ships to their ports. 

Business on the Bay of St. Vincent was also assisted in 
1937 by the good harvest in the grain growing countries 
in South America, and by the decision of the coaling com- 
panies in 1936 not to pass on to the consumer the fuel 
tax levied by the Cape Verde Government. How far this 
latter will affect coal sales in St. Vincent cannot now be 
estimated as the factors concerned are at present too 
confused. 

GENERAL TRADE AND COMMERCE 


The general depression in trade of the previous four 
years still continued in 1935 and 1936 in these Islands. St. 
Vincent and Praia, the distributing centres of the Cape 
Verdes, must have a hinterland with which to trade, and 
this will not exist until the results of the present activities 
of business in St. Vincent have penetrated deep enough 
into all the Islands to lift the casual worker and the small 
farmer out of their present condition of debt and low 
standard of living.

INCREASE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON TEA 
1. Under a Resolution moved in the House of Commons 
on 26 April 1938 the following rates of Customs duty will be 
charged on tea:— 
(a) 8d. per pound on imported tea not entitled to 
preference, and 
(b) Gd. per pound on imported tea entitled to pre- 
ference. 


2. The new rates of Customs duty will be chargeable on 
all tea which has not been entered, or in the case of tea in 
warehouse, has not been delivered before the close of the 
official day on 26 April 1938. 

3. Increased rates of drawback, equal to the increased 
rates of duty, will be payable on blended tea exported, 
shipped as ships’ stores, or deposited in bonded warehouse 
for use as ships’ stores in respect of which it can be shown 
that the increased rates of duty have been paid.

HYDROCARBON OILS—EXPORT DRAWBACK 


1. With reference to the Budget Resolution introduced in 
the House of Commons on 26 April 1938 increasing the duty 
upon light hydrocarbon oils, the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise desire to call the attention of exporters and 
manufacturers to the following regulations governing the 
payment of drawback at the increased rate. 





2. Evidence of Payment of Duty.—In all cases it will be 
a legal condition of the allowance of drawback at the 
increased rate that the Commissioners shall be satisfied that 
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duty at that rate was paid on the light oils, or in respect 
of the composite goods, on which the drawback is claimed. 
Invoices and other documents should be preserved for pro- 
duction with the claim. In the case of goods which were 
imported by the exporter, particulars of the Customs entry 
on which duty was paid should be kept. 


3. Pre-Budget Oils in Stock. (a) Verification of Claims. 
—It is presumed that a number of traders who have export 
business held, at 6 p.m. on 26 April, a stock of light oils 
on which duty had been paid at the pre-Budget rate. It 
will accordingly be necessary for claims for drawback at 
the increased rate from each trader to be verified from his 
records in order that the local Surveyor of Customs and 
Excise may satisfy himself that the light oil exported, etc., 
was drawn from stocks on which duty was paid at the 
increased (post-Budget) rate. 


(b) Exhaustion dates.—Alternatively, an ‘‘ exhaustion ’’ 
date may be provisionally arrived at in agreement with the 
Surveyor on the following lines. The trader should give the 
Surveyor a detailed account of light oils, and of wholly or 
partially manufactured goods containing light oils, in stock 
at 6 p.m. on 26 April. To this stock should be added any 
quantities of light oils received after 6 p.m. on 26 April 
in respect of which evidence that duty has been paid at the 
increased rate is not forthcoming. 


The Surveyor will arrive provisionally at a date of exhaus- 
tion which, subject to the approval of the Commissioners, 
may be taken to be the date on which the trader’s post- 
Budget deliveries for both home and export trade may be 
expected to reach a total sufficient to exhaust the pre- 
Budget stocks. 


It is to be understood, however, that a provisional agree- 
ment with the Surveyor as to the dates of exhaustion of pre- 
Budget stocks will not relieve the exporter from the neces- 
sity of keeping accounts showing the disposal of such stocks, 
and that subsequent investigation of claims for drawback 
will fall to be made to the extent which the Commissioners 
may deem necessary. 


4, Fixed Rates of Drawback.—Where drawback is paid 
at fixed rates under arrangements approved by the Com- 
missioners, the rates will be adjusted to correspond with 
the increased rate of duty on light oils without application 
by the traders concerned.

The Order at (b), which relates to ‘‘ soaps, soap powders 
and soap substitutes,’’ appoints the period 1 June 1938 to 
31 May 1939 as the ‘‘seventh”’ period under the original 
Order and fixes the quota for the period at 2,800 ewts. 

The Order at (c), which relates to ‘‘candles,”’? appoints 
the period 1 June 1938 to 31 May 1939 as the “sixth” 
period under the original Order, and fixes the quota for the 
period at 200 ewts. 

The Order at (d), which relates to ‘‘ certain laminated 
springs and certain component parts of laminated springs,” 
appoints the period 1 June to 31 August 1938 as the 
‘“‘third ’’ period under the original Order and fixes the quota 
for the period at a quantity equal in value to £2,500. 

The Order at (e) prohibits during the period 1 May 1938 
to 30 April 1939, the importation into Eire of sugar not 
manufactured or produced in Eire, except in accordance 
with a licence granted under the provisions of the Sugar 
(Control of Imports) Act, 1936. 


EXPORT OF UNSHORN SHEEPSKINS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin re- 
ports that the Minister for Industry and Commerce has 
inade an Order which continues, during the period 1 April 
1938 to 31 March 1939, the prohibition of the export, except 
under licence, of unshorn sheepskins.

_The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Law, 
No. 6179, dated 3 February and published in the ‘‘ Diario 
Oficial’ of 10 February, which modifies the Law, No. 5231, 
of 9 September 1933, regarding alcohol and _ alcoholic

The Law now provides, inter alia, for national and im- 
ported liquors to pay an excise duty of 25 pesos per litre of 
alcohol of 100 centesimal degrees and of 3 pesos per litre of 
wine used in its manufacture. When the sale price of the 
liquor is more than 75 pesos, double the above duty is pay- 
able. ; .

MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 9 April contains three 
Decrees, dated 7 April, which provide that the goods men- 
tioned below may not be imported into or sold, etc., in 
france, when of foreign origin, unless they bear an indica- 
tin of their country of origin in clear indelible Latin 
characters. This requirement enters into force on 10 June. 
It does not apply, however, to goods warehoused for re- 
sport, provided that neither the goods nor the packings bear 
yy name, mark, sign or indication liable to cause confusion 
4s to the real origin of the goods. The sale, etc., of goods 
imported before 10 June will be permitted without marking, 
provided that the seller indicates the country of origin on 
the invoice. The methods by which the marking is to be 
applied to the articles affected by the Decrees are as follows : 


PuxcuEeD, Cast or Cut Our Merar ARTICLES FOR JEWELLERY, 
FURNISHING AND ALL OTHER USES 


Punched, cast or cut out metal articles: pieces, ‘‘ bates,”’ 
beadings, fittings, of all kinds, of all metals and for all

The indication must be engraved with a point on the back 
of the objects, on a place which will not, in any case be con- 
waled by accessory parts (backings, clips, hooks, slides, etc.)

Heating elements, commercially designated ‘‘corps de 
chauffe ’’ of all kinds, comprising resistances resting on 
supports of pottery or insulated in cement, pottery or 
other refractory material, or contained in a shell or 
metal covering, and used for heating by electricity, 
either in domestic or industrial heating apparatus, or 
in kitchen stoves (ex Tariff No. 524 bis K). 

For heating elements having supports of pottery, or an 
usulation of cement or pottery, the indication of origin, 
in characters at least 5 mm. high, must be made in the 
taping, or be applied with a pad by means of a metallic 
oxide and baked with the piece, and must be applied near 
the manufacturer’s mark whenever this appears on the part. 


For heating elements having a shell or metal covering 
the indication of origin, in characters at least 3 mm. high, 
must be made by casting or by means of a point near to the 
manufacturer’s mark whenever this appears on the part. 


Goods of the following kinds need not have the indication 
the goods themselves :— 


(1) Articles which, on account of their size, shape, com- 
position or the use to which they are to be put, 
clearly cannot be marked directly. 


Ordinary worked agglomerated cork for building or in- 
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(2) Articles forming part of a whole from which they can- 
not be separated without deterioration and which 
itself bears a mark of origin. 


(3) Spare parts for foreign goods previously imported, 
which are intended for the maintenance and repair 
of these goods, and which the importers declare 
reserved for this use on their Customs declaration 
forms, provided that the importation applies to an 
insignificant number of parts, and is effected 
through the Paris Central Customs House or the 
Customs Houses of Strasbourg, Thionville, 
Boulogne, Modane, Saint-Louis (road and station), 
Bellegrade, Rouen, Havre, Lyons. 


In the three cases above mentioned, the goods are only 
exempted from bearing an indication of origin themselves, 
on condition that the indication appears on the packing 
or wrapping and, if the goods are sold retail without packing 
and wrapping, on the object on which they are displayed to 
the buyer. 


FRENCH WEST AFRICA 
MODIFIED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 24 March (pages 431-2), 
it should be noted that the duties referred to therein are 
the surtaxes imposed on foreign (non-French) goods im- 
ported into French West Africa in addition to the import 
duties proper. 


On 31 March revised import duties were introduced in 
respect of certain classes of goods imported into French 
West Africa. We publish below particulars of the former 
and new duties on certain types of cotton goods; details 
of the revised duties on any other classes of goods may be 
obtained by persons interested from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1.

RESTRICTIONS: AMENDMENTS TO 
QUOTA LISTS 


IMPORT 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M, Legation at Athens 
reports that the half-yearly importable quota for Tariff No. 
266 (c) (motor vehicles, ordinary passenger) and Tariff No. 
266(d)(7) (passenger automobile trailers, dismantled for 
transport, including all their accessories, which can be set 
up for use as temporary dwellings) on List E, is increased 
to 15,300,000 drachme as from 1 January 1938. 


HUNGARY 
CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGE (PIG 


H.M. Minister at Budapest has forwarded particulars of a 
Decree (No. 6665), dated 4 April, published in the ‘‘ Official 
Gazette ’’ No. 76 of 5 April, which, with effect from 6 April 
1938, cancels the provision for the duty-free importation of 
pig iron classified under No. 722 of the Hungarian 
Customs Tariff. The duty on pig iron imported into Hun- 
gary from the United Kingdom will therefore revert to the 
former rate of 1:50 gold Kronen per 100 kilogs. (See the 
‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 8 July 1937, page 73.)

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LATVIA 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN (EXEMPTION) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Riga has 
forwarded a translation of an announcement by the Ministry 
of Finance in the ‘‘ Valdibas Vestnesis’ of 7 April 1938, 
which provides, as from 8 April, that the following goods 
may be cleared through the Customs under the minimum 
rates of duty, without the production of certificates of 
origin : —- 

Goods mentioned in Tariff Items 175 (garden mould, 
ooze, ete.), 176 (sand), 185 (building stones), 186 (lime- 
stone), 187 (crushed or broken stones), 194 (e) and (f) 
(infusional earth, feldspar, fluorspar and cryolite) and 
628 (paving blocks and slabs of stone), if the shipping 
documents show that such goods have been imported 
from a country with which Latvia has concluded a trade 
agreement. 

Wrappers and letters containing dutiable articles, if 
posted from countries with which Latvia has concluded 
a trade agreement. 

‘Pain normal’’ bread imported from Estonia, so 
long as the trade agreement with that country remains 
in force. 

Goods of which the weight has been measured by 
elaboration or improved goods, re-imported without the 
payment of Customs duty (under note to Article 476 of 
the Customs Law), if such goods arrive from countries 
with which Latvia has concluded a trade agreement. 

Parts of wrecked vessels, appliances and wrecked 
cargo recovered in Latvian waters. 


NETHERLANDS 


RESTRICTION ON COCONUT 
PIECE-GOODS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports that, by virtue of Royal Decree No. 14 of 
14 April 1938, the restriction on the import of coconut 
fibre piece-goods, carpeting and stair carpets in rolls has 
been reinstituted for a period of 54 months from 16 April 
1938 to 30 September 1938, the quota being fixed at 5} times 
the average gross weight imported monthly during the 
basis period 1 December 1934 to 31 July 1935. 

Samples without commercial value which have been manu- 
factured abroad for the account of a firm or individual 
living or established in the Netherlands and goods which 
are wholly or partly exempt from import duty or statistical 
duty under one or more clauses of the existing acts are 
exempt from the above restriction.

ROUMANIA 
QUOTA SYSTEM: MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 31 March 1938, H.M. 
Representative at Bucharest has furnished a translation of 
« Decree No. 1207, published in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficiel ”’ of 
23 March, which provides that imports of cotton yarns 
under Tariff Nos. 508-515, made by merchants by way of 
compensation, may be effected without the obligation to 
purchase a corresponding quantity of Roumanian spun 
yarns, provided the goods in question arrived at the 
Roumanian Customs by the date of the publication of the 
Decree and that shipment was effected before 3 Novem- 
ber 1937. 

Import licences, by way of compensation, for cotton yarns 
which come under the above conditions shall be granted, 
notwithstanding the period of validity for the correspond- 
ingly available exchange, which shall not, however, exceed 
the period ef eight months for the presentation of the 


documents to the National Bank of Roumania for can- 
cellaticn. 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER 

H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Decree Law No. 1,392 of 30 March 1938 pub- 
lished in the ‘‘Monitorul Oficiel * No, 76 of 1 April 1938, 
under which the Law on the Luxury and Turnover Tax is 
supplemented by the following clauses :— 

Industrial enterprises which undertake the complete 
manufacture of a product, must pay, besides the usual tax 


TAX 
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for their finished product, the taxes established for those 
intermediary products, made in their own factory, which 
form the initial material for the products of other indj. 
genous industrial enterprises. They shall not, however, pay 
more than the taxes due for one of the most important 
materials included in each of their finished products, 

The Committee provided for under Article 5 of the Luxury 
and Turnover Tax Law shall decide in the case of each in. 
dustrial enterprise which undertakes the complete manufac. 
ture of any article, on which intermediary material the 
tax is to be paid. 

The Luxury and Turnover Tax shall be paid in that cage 
upon the quantities which actually have been used in the 
manufacture and on the current prices paid for similar 
materials by other enterprises which produce semi-manufag- 
tured goods. 

Enterprises of the above kind are required to keep 
registers of the quantity of the taxable intermediary pro. 
duct, designated as above indicated, which has been used 
in the manufacture of their finished goods. 

By the term ‘Enterprises undertaking the complete 
manufacture of a product’’ is to be understood, for the 
purposes of this Law, enterprises which themselves produce 
the principal raw and semi-manufactured materials used 
for the manufacture of their finished product. 

On imports of such finished products as are completely 
manufactured by some indigenous enterprises, a tax shall be 
collected, over and above the tax provided in the respective 
list (of the Luxury and Turnover Tax Law), of 30 per cent, 
of the tax due for the intermediary products taxed under 
this present Law. 

Those products (which are to be so taxed on importation) 
will be designated by the Committee provided for under 
Article 5 of the Luxury and Turnover Tax Law. 

Roumanian factories which only undertake finishing or 
adjusting for others, such as painting, starching, nickel- 
plating, repairs, etc., but make no finished products 
enumerated in the Customs Tariff, shall pay a Luxury and 
Turnover Tax of 3 per cent. of the price paid them for their 
operations. 

Article 2(F) of the Law on the Luxury and Turnover Tax 
is modified as follows :— 

Products of any nature which are not included in the 
above lists, will be subject to a tax of 6 per cent. 

Besides the Luxury and Turnover Tax of 6 per cent. these 
products must bear a tax of 1 per cent. for the National 
Defence Fund.

The threshing machines 
may be of any make, but must have a drum width of over 
1,000 millimetres. 

The above exemption from taxation will be granted only 
om the basis of an advice from the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Domains to the Ministry of Finance. The Ministry of 
joriculture and Domains is to ensure that the machines are 
gid to agriculturists, and the exemption from taxation will 
not apply to those not sold by 1 July 1939.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
VALUATION OF GOODS FOR TARIFF 
PURPOSES—NEW PRICES 


A decision of the United States Treasury Department, 
lated 2 February [T.D. 49381], is reproduced below :— 

It has come to the attention of the Bureau that some 
‘praising officers do not regard notices of changes in prices 
ior foreign merchandise until they are satisfied that actual 
ales at the new prices have occurred, and that others dis- 
gard such information until they are satisfied that de- 
veries have heen made at the new prices. 

The statutory definitions of the bases of value to be used 
lr Customs purposes which are set forth in section 402 (c), 
d), (e), and (g) of the Tariff Act of 1930 (U.S. C. title 19, 
*e, 1402 (ce), (d), (e), and (g) refer to the price at which 
terchandise is freely offered for sale. In United States v. 
Baldwin Universal Co. (1931) T. D. 44641, the United 





States Court of Customs and Patent Appeals observed that : 
lt is perfectly true that in any given case the facts 
may be such as to require evidence of sales under a 
price list, in order to establish such price list as effec- 
tive, but we cannot hold, as a matter of law, that in 
all cases there must be sales at the price named in the |

Milling Cutters and Reamers, superseding the edition issued 
in 1931, has just been published by the British Standards 
Institution.

Standard Institution has just issued a B.S. 
Specification for ‘‘ Bomb Calorimeter Thermometers ”’ (B.S. 
No. 791-1938). This specification is intended to provide a 
series of thermometers which will be suitable for use in the 
majority of bomb calorimeters on the market. 

In general, these thermometers will be used at a fixed im- 
mersion or the order of 1,500 mm. in liquid, although a con- 
siderably greater amount of the stem will be enclosed in the 
lagging of the calorimeter. Since it is the norma] practice, 
however, to work with the calorimeter at a temperature close 
to that of the atmosphere surrounding it, the thermometers 
have been specified for standardisation at total immersion. 
In calorimetry the absolute amount of the correction for stem 
exposure is not of great importance, the results only being 
affected by the change in this correction between the initial 
and final ” event, with a thermometer 
scaled, say, from 27° to 33° C., which will presumably be 
used in a laboratory of which the temperature is in the neigh- 
bourhood of 30° C., it is clearly better to standardise at total 
immersion than at a fixed immersion with a stem temperature 
of about 150° C. such as is likely to be encountered in the

B.S. Specification No. 585. Miners’ Lamp Bulbs. 

The British Standards Institution has just revised B.S. 
535 for Miners’ Lamp Bulbs. The preparation of a British 
Standards Specification for Bulbs for Miners’ Hand Lamps 
was first authorised by the Colliery Requisites Industry Com- 
mittee in 1927. An extensive investigation was made, with 
the result that a specification for the 2-volt l-amp. bulb was 
issued in 1930. 

The Coal Mines Regulations (Lighting), 1934, issued under 
the Coal Mines Act, 1911, demanded a higher standard of 
illumination at the coal face in mines than that given by the 
lamps in general use in 1930, and in consequence attention was 
directed in the industry to the preparation of a British Stan- 
dard Specification for 2.5-volt and 4-volt bulbs for use in 
the higher voltage lamps necessitated by the Regulations. A 
Specification for a 4-volt 0-75 ampere bulb was issued in 1934; 
subsequently, however, it was decided to prepare a compre- 
hensive Specification to include the original 2 volt 1 ampere 
bulb and also bulbs of 2-5 volt 1-5 ampere, 4 volt 0.75 ampere 
and 4 volt 1 ampere ratings. The Specification was issued 
in 1936, in which the life was based on an average of 600 hours. 

Progress in the art of manufacture indicated the possibility 
of improving the Specification and in collaboration with the 
Mines Department, the National Physical Laboratory and 
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the manufacturers, further large-scale tests of bulbs of the 
4 volt 0-75 and 2-5 volt 1.5 ampere rating were made in 
selected mines and testing laboratories. As a result, the 
average life in the present revision has been specified as 500 
hours instead of 600 hours. The result of these tests in the 
form of quite an extensive report has been added at the end 
of the Specification as an appendix.

application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender ; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations: 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.
